Guarding the Integrity Pedigree 


Records animals any Herd Register are based upon 
the statements made time entry and all such records 
are largely dependent upon the statements the breeders. 

The rules governing the Herd Registers are becoming 
more and more stringent, and impose severe penalties for 
wilful misstatements this connection. The statutes the 
states aid materially. 

The majority breeders are very anxious maintain 
their good standing and integrity, and are cautious making 
representations regarding their animals. The trouble which 
most frequently met, however, lies with representations 
made regarding the health and breeding condition animals 
time sale. Complaints against unscrupulous dealers 
are often sent the office. These are business transactions, 
and unless falsification the pedigree apparent, the office 
has jurisdiction over them. They are matters that should 
settled civil action between buyer and seller. 

Whenever laxness carelessness methods offers 
opportunity however, there will found those who will not 
scruple take advantage it. The same degree care 
should this account exercised purchasers pure 
bred stock used other business transactions. Else- 
where this issue appears address along this line 
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Charles Hill before the Wisconsin Live Stock Breeders’ 
Association, and excerpt from the Wisconsin Agricultural. 
ist interest. 

“The better informed the public becomes these matters 
the more unprofitable and dangerous will 
the speculator become. killed 
the horse jockey, and information and publicity should 
put the dairy cattle business healthy basis. 

“It may also added that cleaning out the dishonest 
dealers prime interest and importance our breeders 
and that will pay them well make every effort 
guard their business lending their assistance toward weed- 
ing out such bit cooperation with their breed 
registry associations will long way toward keeping 
their field effort free from severe reaction 
tion with the state live stock sanitary officials will also 
much lessen the danger organized traffic existing 
diseased stock.” 

correspondent Wallace’s Farmer makes the following 
sensible suggestions: 

looking for carload good dairy cattle can 
well afford have experienced judge dairy cattle with 
him. This seems only common sense. the past two 
years, Marinette county, Wisconsin, through its Cooperative 
Cattle Buyers’ Association, has purchased eight carloads 
grade Holsteins and Guernseys from southern Wisconsin 
communities, for farmers and new settlers Marinette 
county. this entire lot, there has been only one cow which 
was wholly useless—this animal developing disease the 
teats shortly after purchase—and only two three cows 
which were not well expectations. The purchases 
were made for the association experienced Marinette 
county dairy farmer. This does not look though ex- 
perienced buyer needs loaded with low-testing cows.” 

Gavin McKerrow takes the parable the Western 
Guernsey Breeder and has this say: 

breeder must build his future market, and his 
market will large measure depend his business meth- 
ods and the quality his herd.

The opinion wrong, but must 
cure the cause. The point which should grasp this— 
The guarantees under which sell our Guernseys must 
not only characterized fairness and 
policy, but must standardize our guarantees. Our 
breeders must help eliminate the man who unfair 
his methods. The honest breeder has enough

simple and cheap, but 
produce something better 
than ever before must ne- 
cessarily expensive, be- 
cause few individuals 
excel either their predeces- 
sors their contemporaries 
and few these turn, 
can propagate their own 
excellence.

known prepotency, transmit certain definite and desir- 
able qualities his offspring, that most important factor 
consider. bull has backing breeding and only 
good looks transmit his descendants, little use 
the practical breeder. his backing and breeding are all 
that can desired, but lacks individuality and the power 
get handsome, healthy calves, even less value. 
Again may combine individuality with excellent breeding, 
but lacks the power transmitting either both 
these qualities still very undesirable.

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together sire and offspring dam and offspring, 
brother and sister, becomes inbreeding, and course 
possesses all the advantages and disadvantages line breeding 
carried their utmost attainable degree. Three forms 
inbreeding are possible among animals: Breeding the sire 
upon his daughter, giving rise offspring three-fourths 
whose blood lines are those the sire, which, followed 
would soon eliminate practically all influence the dam. 
Second, breeding the dam her own son sons, successively, 
thus increasing the blood lines the female side. Both 
systems are necessarily limited the lifetime the 
viduals involved. The use either case grandson 
granddaughter would probably called in-breeding, but 
any relationship more remote would considered merely 
line breeding. Third. The breeding together brother and 
sister, which preserves the blood lines both sire and dam 
equal proportions. This more uncertain and dangerous 
than the other two, because not merely the strengthening 
one blood line, but virtually combination two. 

Tradition has everywhere that in-breeding certain 
end loss vigor and fertility, and plenty instances are 
cited prove it. are continually reminded that ‘‘Nature 
abhors incestuous breeding” and that she provides all kinds 
ingenious aids for inducing cross-pollination, but forget 
that many plants are self-pollinated, and that among wild 
animals the head the herd sire practically all the 
young long remains master, and this means that 
many the young are thus doubly his. not want 
confuse the ethical and social side this question with the 
biological one. 

Any one who will take the trouble study the pedigrees 
famous families almost any line stock breeding will 
find that the foundation blood most intensely 
deed the practical breeder working with material that 
really distinctive merit comes soon the point where 
close breeding inevitable, and must face the issue sooner 
later make any real use his valuable creations. 
breed them out but dissipate their excellence, and 
the only practical course close breeding. Every one 
familiar with the story the foundation the present day 
Shorthorn breed cattle, and how closely they were inbred 
secure the desired type, and certainly one will claim 
that breed they are lacking vigor fertility. 

The veteran breeder Arab horses, Randolph Huntington 
Rochester, New York, says: ‘‘With close breeding 
has proved sure test for purity, and best, most uniform 
results have been breeding the dam her son and her 
grandson, and then breeding the produce together, intensify- 
ing such breeding going back the granddam with the 
grandchildren, until had family.” 


Every stockman knows the great Berkshire breeders, 
dalia, Missouri, men who have most remarkable success 
improving the breed. Mr. Lovejoy says: ‘‘We are believers 
quite close, even in-breeding. find the greatest show 
animals are closely inbred. Sires half sisters the most 
common form close breeding, though cousins, nephews 
and nieces, and even brothers and sisters are bred together 
with great success. course required good judgment 
mating animals that are particularly strong individual 
merit. Should each have bad defect any way, should 
expect that more manifest the parents, and likewise 
the good points would better; one mates equally good 
specimens the produce will improvement. There

Mr. Gentry says along the same lines: ‘‘My experience 
in-breeding that you good, fail, proportion 
the quality the strain blood; that is, you intensify what 
you have, let good bad, let strong weak 
constitution. theory advanced the mass people, 
the effect that you degenerate size and weaken constitu- 
tion all wrong unless the strain that you are inbreeding 
lacks size rule, lacks constitution. Animals that have 
plenty size and vigorous constitution can have these 
traits intensified certainly you can lessen these traits 
inbreeding with strains lacking these 
you can intensify the one seems reasonable 
that you can the other; man’s success in-breeding 
will depend upon what has inbreed with. 
and intelligently done, never have been able detect 
any bad results whatever from in-breeding. prize 
winning herds both the Chicago and St. Louis world’s 
fairs were closely inbred. has always been strange 
that most every person who has never given the subject any 
study whatever has decided notion that in-breeding 
dangerous. presume our fathers tell this simply because 
their fathers told them so, and their grandfathers before 
them, and not one many thousands has ever given the 
matter any trial serious thought. with trial 
does not follow that every case will success, any more 
than the mating animals not related will success 
every case. The animals mated, whether kin not, must 
suited produce good results; that is, have weak- 
ness common, and much good 


These are strong statements from men who have spent 
lifetime practicing what they preach. 

What has been said should certainly disprove the theory 
that in-breeding certain lead degeneracy. Lack 
vigor and low fertility are the two most common defects 
all animal kind. There lurking weakness and infertility 
everywhere; said that one-third our children die 
infancy, and large proportion animals are relatively 
weak and easily succumb disease. Few individuals are 
fully fertile, that is, free and regular breeders, and fewer yet 
are both fertile and vigorous. Inbreeding the supreme 
test character, and character suffers it, should 
set down mark defectiveness, and not the fault 
the system. When select more carefully for vigor and 
fertility shall hear less the evils Sum- 
ming the case, may say, that the plan offers wonderful 
opportunities for success, well unequalled chance 
for trouble, but that the trouble not inevitable. 


Now comes, perhaps, the consideration all 
the building valuable and efficient herd,—proper selec- 
tion. There are many things considered, and frequently 
little guide us, that the selection herd bull must 
always remain more less gamble. can never 
quite sure have the right combination until tried, 
and trials are slow and expensive, they wrong. The 
absolute essentials quality are comparatively few and 
simple; too often many the fine points insisted upon are 
mere fads whims, and will change quickly styles 
dress. recent years there has been unfortunate craze 
among Holstein breeders for white cattle. More and more 
white insisted upon, until, about the time some our 
breeders who have done most promote this fad, have 
succeeded breeding all the black spots off their cattle, 
the pendulum will swing back and black will the prevailing 
fashion. Our Jersey friends had trouble enough with the 
color fad; ought their example. The color

the tongue, the length the tail bone, the size and shape 
the escutcheon are other examples foolish fads. 

impossible find all the good qualities any one 
animal, hence the necessity shutting our eyes all but 
the absolute essentials quality. Care needed inter- 
preting pedigree; must remember how rapidly the num- 
ber ancestors multiply back few generations. 
ten generations there are 2043 animals, hence evident 
that single animal cannot have very great influence that 
far back, leaving out all consideration the elusive quality, 
prepotency. This emphasizes the advantage line breeding, 
where the pedigree may trace many times the same indi- 
selecting from famous families; the advertising value 
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certain family names enormous and the temptation equally 
great sell everything for breeding. Where the purpose 
should become most rigid maintain the family standard, 
becomes weakest allow more immediate gain. This 
fact accounts for the failure many one time famous families. 

The average breeder gets into the business without very 
much real knowledge breeding advance, and finds him- 
self with mixed lot females, and bull from some totally 
different strain. thus almost the same situation 


the man with grade herd and his problem the same. 
selecting line bred bull from six generations will have 
herd practically all one family, and careful selection 
and judicious in-breeding can establish strain such 
strength that will infinite and lasting service the 


breed. 


OFFICIAL TESTING VIRGINIA 


terest the majority your 

readers, but should give many 
the young breeders, especially the South, valuable 
food for thought. The results official testing Vir- 
ginia have proved the greatest factors bringing 
about the progress and popularity the dairy breeds the 
state and the success every breeder who has followed 
persistently. 


The article Yates your issue December 
fifteenth which shows some the advantages of- 
ficial testing suggested that short history the 
work this state would show how the breeding pure bred 
dairy cattle progressing. 

Previous December 1909 the Virginia Agricultural 
Experiment Station had made but few official tests, and 
had supervised the records but few the cows the 
state. Seven day records Holsteins and Jerseys had been 
made, however, Mr. Garst Salem and Major Venable 
Farmville. Dr. Robinson tested the Jessie Veeman fam- 
ily Covesville, and the Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
tested descendants Eva Artis Blacksburg. 


The first Guernsey tests were made Westmoreland 
Davis Leesburg and not mistaken Morven’s May 
Rose 18357 Imp. May Rose King 8336 was one them. 
Captain Conroy Vance Fredericksburg belongs 
the honor being the first breeder consistently test 
members his herd year after year. December 1909 
Captain Vance started few cows official test and has 
continued this work year after year. 1910:1911 
Howard and Ralph Izzard both Fredericksburg started 
test their herds and continued the work until they sold 
out. 1910 Professor Brainerd started official testing 
Blacksburg. 1913 the cow Buckeye Kol Pauline 
completed her record 922 pounds butter fat, which 
still stands the world’s record for cows tested Experi- 
ment Stations. 1911 Mr. Garst Salem started yearly 
testing his farm and continued the work until his re- 
tirement. The Ayrshires did not start until 1914, 
Groome testing few head for one year.

Although the demand for Guernseys was great, the scarcity 
material for founding new herds necessity caused the 
progress the breed slow. Guernsey enthusiasts, con- 
vinced their ability build herds, had content 
with some other breed because they could not procure 
Guernseys. The Oak Ridge Farm received numerous re- 
quests from prospective breeders let them have the first 
female the first lot females that were for sale. Their 
waiting list for bulls always carried from twenty-five 
forty names, and they could never supply enough cattle 
make any effect the continual demand. Scott 
Richmond found few, however, and ran them Ad- 
vanced Register test, but could not keep the work owing 
the scarcity cows. 


December 1915, four years after the work started, 
there was only one Guernsey herd doing Advanced Register 
work the state. Today, twelve months later, there are 
seven herds Guernseys test, and the leaven just 
beginning work. nine more breeders have the 
Advanced Register fever and are rapidly approaching the 
virulent stage.

what the buyer has right expect when buys pure 
bred dairy cattle, and where and when the responsibility for 
the transaction the part the seller ends. While the 
industry buying and selling pure bred live stock found- 
upon the honesty and intregity the breeder, some peo- 
ple have contended that the seller delivers pure bred 
animal, and furnishes registry and transfer papers, that 
has done all that can expected him. the other 
extreme the buyer who seems want the seller guar- 
antee for the next five years more, the well-being the 
animal purchased. 

First all the seller should furnish registry papers that 
are above question, and furnish them with the transfer 
promptly possible. Most registry certificates give only 
the name the sire and dam, but the seller will find good 
business policy supply the buyer with tabulated pedi- 
gree that extends back for four five generations, and that 
gives some information, possible, about the dairy ability 
every cow the pedigree, and any records value show- 
ing the ability the sires the pedigree. 

Some buyers think that they have right demand such 
tabulated pedigree. question this, but would always sup- 
ply upon request not part the regular transac- 
tion. While the responsibility the breeder may end here 
far the registry papers and pedigree the animal are 
concerned, think this day dairy records the man who 
not able furnish the buyer with yearly butter fat records 
the dam every animal sold not worthy the mane 
breeder. 

The question honest pedigrees one that should 
given more attention than has been receiving some 
sources the last few years. happen member 
the executive committee THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY 
and are constantly having brought our 
attention, breeding records that are carelessly kept that 
they are thoroughly unreliable and once while find 
man that absolutely dishonest.

care for this matter fradulent pedigrees.

law, and hope that our Live Stock Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, and other live stock breeders will all they can 
aid the punishment and ostracism every breeder 
this state who will such things. sorry say that 
this not the only instance that has come attention 
recently.

There another phase this question that should receive 
attention. have known man buy heifer calf that 
later turned out nonbreeder, heifer that proved 
not feel the seller should held responsible for these troub- 
les, but the purchasers threatening publicity are able 
use what almost amounts blackmail the breeder, and 
will stand the loss rather than have the purchaser talk 
about him. There does not seem any way punish 
such man, but our Live Stock Breeders’ Association might 
well formulate set rules that would considered just 
such matters. While can not compel the breeders 
live them can establish custom that would help 


place some responsibility upon the buyer well upon 
the seller. 


Because the pure bred live stock industry largely 
dependent upon the integrity the breeder the buyer should 
brought consider part his responsibility that 
deal only with men known reputable, and should 
willing pay what animal worth. sometimes 
happens that you may able buy pure bred bull calf 
for $35.00 pure bred yearling bull for $50.00, but 
think you would foolish expect that any breeder that 
would sell that price would one who the long run 
you could afford deal with, because would only 
selling the animal below its value, but below what 
would cost raise it. willing pay what the animal 
worth, large enough price include addition the 
value, enough make possible for the breeder make 
good the buyer animals that wrong for any reason. 

There another matter that may not come under this 
head but want record condemning the methods 
pursued some auction sales, and hold that the practice 
these sales bidding each other’s animals most 
reprehensible. Representing the sale price animals above 
what is, equally wrong. have recently learned that 
certain breeder sold auction sale something over 
year ago certain bull calf for $20,000. The purchasers 
gave their note for $20,000 but with the note went contract 
saying that the seller was not cash the note, and after 
certain time trade was effected and money change 
hands. Within the year the seller became very hard up, 
and placed the note the bank collateral, and later 
was forced into bankruptcy. came out court that 
these men had made deliberate contract deceive the

had been subjected. Many times disease has been intro- 


duced into sound herds apparently healthy animals, 
because they had been exposed diseased ones snd infected 


from animals that have been exposed much 
greater than usually considered. This danger cannot 
eliminated until the animals come from sound herds. 

The economic value sound herds much greater than 
usually supposed. Recently milk producer this state 
went distant commonwealth, and bought dairy cows 
price much above the market here because could get 
them from herds absolutely free from tuberculosis. 

Our dairy herds may divided into two classes, namely; 
first, those that are sound, and secondly, those that are more 
less infected. important that the owners the sound 
herds should know that their animals are healthy and free 
from infection, and their purchases they should not intro- 
duce individuals that will bring disease. Those who have 
infected should know accurately possible the 
physical condition each animal order that they may 
apply the best method eliminate the infected individuals 
quickly and economically 

There are also those who are about establish herds and 
who necessarily are interested securing healthy animals 
only. Naturally such persons wish purchase from herds 
where the owners have definite knowledge concerning the 
health each and individual. This prerogative 
which belongs the purchaser. has been said that ‘‘Health

constitutes the wealth animals.” From economic 


point view, quite important that animal should 
healthy that she shall good producer. cow 
that frequently suffers from mastitis prone indiges- 
tions that cause the loss her products for variable periods 
relatively short intervals greater value than poor 
producer that free from such tendencies. 

Sound herds are procured with less trouble than generally 
supposed. the knowledge infectious diseases cattle 
applied, would possible keep healthy herds sound, 
and, diseased, identify the infected individuals.
